Status of Claims 

Claims 1-33 are currently pending in the application. Claims 34-40 have been canceled.

Andoh et al (US 6,239,077) teach the compounds having the formula (I), and their 
methods of uses thereof The instant compound differs from the prior art by having a compound 
of formula (I), which is further substituted by different variables such as R 1 to R 4 , that are 
attached directly or indirectly to the core A, B and E rings, which may be useful for treating 
clinical disorders. The prior art compound neither teaches nor renders obvious the instantly 
claimed compounds and there is no suggestion or motivation to modify the compounds of other 
prior art to obtain the instant compounds. Therefore the instant claims 1-33 are allowable over 
the prior art of record.
